The business meeting of the Society was called to order at ten 
o'clock, in the morning. Abraham S. Schropp was called upon 
to preside, and the following named members were in attend- 
ance: Abraham S. Schropp, William V. Knauss, Clarence 
Beckel, Rev. Dr. W. N. Schwarze, Rev. C. D. Kreider, Rev. E.

The minutes of the 191 1 meeting were read and approved, as 
was the Treasurer's report, which was ordered read at the af- 
ternoon session, with the following abstract spread on the 
minutes :

SECRETARY'S REPORT. 
Six meetings were held by the Executive Board, at which 
mostly routine business was transacted. Total membership of 
society, 344, of whom one hundred and eleven are life members, 
and two hundred and thirty-three active and associate. During 
the year there were eight deaths, three life members and five 
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active ; three members withdrew, one was transferred, and eight 
joined, a net loss of three.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

The Publication Committee reported that the Rev. Albert 
Oerter's History of Graceham, Md., had been chosen for the 
next pamphlet, and that the manuscript was in the printer's 
hands, the number to be a double one, parts 3 and 4 of Vol. IX, 
and would include proceedings of the annual meetings. 

The Executive Committee had taken no action in the matter 
of terminating the Library Committee. A motion was lost, in 
which the Library Committee and the Board of Managers were 
ordered discontinued. The Executive Committee was then dis- 
charged from further consideration of the question.

On motion, the usual salaries were voted for services rendered 
during the preceding year — $50.00 to the Secretary and Treas- 
urer, and $30.00 to the Librarian.

and Mrs. Robert S. Taylor, Mr. Edward C. Roest, Mrs. L. A. 
Otis, Miss Georgina Barrett, Mr. William S. Hermany, Miss 
Elizabeth E. Leibert, all of Bethlehem, Pa.; Mr. Rollin W. 
Weaver, of South Bethlehem, Pa., and Mrs. Allen W. Stephens, 
of East Orange, N. J., a total of ten. 

Edward J. Krause drew attention to the state of the Old 
Graveyard, which showed a neglected appearance since the re- 
moval of the Summer House. On motion, it was decided to re- 
fer the re-construction of the Summer House to the Graveyard 
Committee with power to act, and it was suggested that the 
monument required some attention, as it showed a defaced ap- 
pearance. 

The Secretary presented a request from the Indiana Histori- 
cal Society for the purchase of all transactions to date. On mo- 
tion, it was decided that all applications for the purchase of back 
numbers of transactions be referred to the Library Committee 
with power to act, and that the Librarian be ex-ofncio a mem- 
ber of the Library Committee. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Vesper opened at 2 o'clock with a large attendance. After 
the singing of Hymn No. 1, "What praise to Thee, my Saviour," 
the usual refreshment was served. Dr. Schwarze, the newly- 
elected President, then addressed the meeting. 

After his address the President read the list of deaths since 
the last Annual Meeting, as follows : Life members : Rev. H. A. 
Jacobson, Herbert W. Wolle, and Rev. E. T. Kluge ; Active 
members: Rev. S. S. Warner, Conrad Miller, Frank Kunkel, 
Granville Henry, and Mrs. A. C. Prince. In memory of these 
the company rose and sang Hymn No. 2, "They with patience 
having run." 
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Two papers were read, one by Bishop M. W. Leibert, "A 
sketch of the Origin and Early History of the Moravian Church 
in New York," by the Rev. George Neisser ; the other by Mr. 
Abraham R. Beck, "Diary of Catharine Fritsch, resident in 
Lititz Sisters' House." Short addresses were made by Bishop 
J. T. Hamilton, of the General Mission Board, Herrnhut, Sax- 
ony, and Rev. James Robinson, of Bethlehem. After hearing 
the reports of the Secretary and Treasurer, and the Librarian, 
the meeting was closed by singing the hymn, "With thy Pres- 
ence Lord our Head and Saviour."
